I uayg-the honour to submit herewith the annual accounts and report of the District 
Road Fund operations for the cess year ending 30th September 186. 

2. At the commencement of the year under report the persynnel of the District Com- 
imittce Gonsisted of twenty-four members, This number was redaced to twenty-two, owing 
ta.the decease of two of the non-official membors during the year. * * * A  sumuary 
of the businesses transacted at the meetings is given below: — 

(1)—Passing of annual accounts and report for the evss year 1884-85. 

{2)—Consideration of feeder-rsads to be coustructed or improved in the district in con- 
nection with the Bengal-Nogpore Railway. 

(8) —Disoussion with regard to the sugzeation of the Saperintending Engineer wade in 
his lettag No. 422, dated 22ud March 1886, for the improvemeut of the road leading irom 
Koobi ulla to Chattra, 

(4)—Passing the budget estimates of receipts and expenditure for the cess year 1886-87, 

and determining the rate at whicl: the cess is to be levicd during that year. 

(3)— Distribution of village road grants and other miscellaneous matters, 

8, The accounts of the Committe were regularly audited and passed monthly by 
b mitiee, covsisting of the V.ce-Chairman and two other members of the Committee. 
i Bronch Cummittee.—There is only one Branch Committee in the district, viz , at 
Gtridhi, The number of meetings held during the year was six against eight in the year 
‘preceding, aad the average attendance of members was 4°60. 
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5. The current demand on account of cess on lands and mines for the year was 
Re. 45,526, and the arrear demand from last year Rs. 1,56, making a grose demend of 
Res. 47,512 for realizauon. Out of this sum, Rs. 50 having been collected in advance dur. 
ig the previous year, the actual collections of the yenr including arrear and current demands, 
amounted to Rs. 47,283, leaving a balance of Rs 179 uncollected at its close. Besides the 
collections stated above, Rs. 76 was collected as advance for future years, Thus the result 
of collections will be seen to be highly satisfactory. as the balauce at the end of the year 
was very small in comparison to that which remained atcluse of the year preceding, the 
percentage of collection on current demand being 104-02, 

6. Original works —Tne works executed during the year ander this head were the 
parapet of the Lallabund bridge on the Hazaribagh and Chattra road, the earthwork on its 
approaches , the completion of earthwork on the Burbee and Gawan road, three-fourths of 
which were done up to the end of last year ; the sinking of a weil at Lepo, partially done in 
1882-83, and a cart serai at Buggodur on the Grand ‘Trunk road. The Branch Committee 
at Giridi have aso constructed au inspection bungalow at Gawan, and some culverts ou the 
sub-divisional village roads 

7. Repairs —All the metalled and fair-weather roads, agg:egating 352 miles, viz., 87 
miles of metalled, 32 miles of gravelled, and 283 miles of kutcha roads, have been main- 
tained in fair orcer, i¢., as well as they could be kept up with the limited funds at the 
disposal of the Committee. 

8. Village roads.—No new village road was constructed during the year. The existing 
82 village roads in the head-quart p-division, aygregating 146 miles, were repaired at a 
cost of Rs. 3,600, and made practicable tor sugar and onrt traffic, 

9. It is desirable that some of the steep gradieurs along district and village roads 
should be improved, and a few miles of the former metalled or gravelled every year as funds 

root. 
- 10. The works in the head-quarter’s sub-division were, as usual, exceated under the 
supervision of the District Engineer, and those in the Giridi sub-division ander that of the 
Branch Committee, who also entrusted the District Engineer with the repairs of some of 
the roads uader them. 

11. Trees.—The trees planted out in previous years have beon maintained. Bighty- 
five mahogany plauts were transplanted on the roadside during the year, of which 20. per- 
ished after trausplantation, and the rest are doing well. 

12. Nursery Garden.—A quantity of euralyptic seeds, received for experiment from the 
Director of Agriculture, was suwn. ‘They germinated partially, and about 400 plants have 
grown to the height of about 3 to 4 inches 

13, Staging bungalvws.—'There ix only one staging bungalow in the district at am- 
ghur ou the Kamghur and Gola road. The receipts trom this buugalow was Rw. 87-4, and 
the cost of its maintenance Rs. 243-15-9 during the year, 

14, All the works, excepting the maintenance or trees, were done by contractors. The 
Sub-divisional Officer of Giridi reports that the works done in his sub-division by the 
contractors were not very satirfactory. He also remarks that, as a rule, the membera of 
the Branch Committee do not interest themselves much in the work, most of which devolves 
on himself as Chairman of the Committee 

15. Establissement.- The District Engineer, Mr. Gautzér, is a thoroughly efficient 
officer, takes interest im his work, and looks weil after lis roads. He gave entire satisfac 
tion during the year under report, The staff’ under him also worked fairly well during the 
year.

14. Repairs Head-quarters Sub-division.—For want of funds, maintenance works have 
not been executed to the desired extent, 
and the ronds noted in the margin, have 
only been kept passablo during the year 
under report. The improvement of | the 
‘ Ranchee and Chandil road hes been kept 
in view. Five temporary wooden culverts have been replaced by cuiverts with dry rubble 
masonry abutments, and platforms of flagstones, which in strength are ox good as pucea 
culverts; one timber tapped culvert of 17 feet spau has been substantially repaisod on the 
Sth mile of the Ranchce and Chandil road. Dut scarcely anything Jas been dove m Palma 
Lohardogga, and Bundu and Jhalda roade. In the former it has been decided to abandou 
the diversion which was constructed by the late District Engineer, Mr. Naidu. and iv the 
latter, order has been issuod to align the read, and utilizing the civersion made by the late 
Distriot Engineer, Mr. Naidu, and to keep to the present crossing of the Subarnakha river 
at the boundary of the district. This work will be taken in hang as soon as the funds 
Permit, ‘

Dailtongunge and Latehar road, 48 miles.—-From the 30th mile to the boundary of the 
Sub-division, a distance of about 16 miles, with tho exception of a small portion on the 80th 
mile, was repaired by new eurthwork, drain cutting, surface-repairing and temporary 
wooden bridges, No new trees were planted on this road, but the old ones were maintained. 
‘The road has been made thoroughly passable through the whole length. This is the most 
important road, because it connects the head-quarter with the Palamow Sub-division, 

Moharajgunye road, 4b miles.— From the sth to the 26th. mile i.e. up to the river 
Banki, the rond has been made passable by new earthwork, side drains, and surface repair- 
mg. From Banki to Chatterpur, on the 30. mile, only petty repairs were done to maintain 
the old road, and only surface dressing was done on the portion between Chatterpur and 
Moharajgunge. A new diversion was commenced but not completed, Temporary wooden 
bridges were also constructed in many places. 

Garwa read, 20 miles.—Surface dressing was done throughout the whole length of the 
road ; earthwork and drain cutting were also exccuted m places, and one temporary wooden 
bridge was constructed. 

For want of funds, maintenance works have not been executed to the desired oxtent 
throughout the Palamow sub-division ; only surface repairs were done on the Daltonguuge, 
Behar and Vankcy roads during the year under report. 

15. Villaye'veads.—One village road has deen opened in lead quarter Sub-division 
during the year under report, but could not be completed owing to some dispute about lands. 
In the Palamow sub-division the whole amonut allotted under this head was used for surface 
ins, constructing temporary culverts and maintenanee of trees. 
monthly accounts of the road fund und of the District Engineer's 
office were examined by the Vice-Chairman alone, as it was found difficult to procure the 
attendance of two other members to examine them as was reported last year.

‘The establishment under the Sub-divisional Officer of Palamow consists of one cler 
one mioburir and ove Pooo. 

20. ‘The Head Clerk and Accountant, Babu Nundo Laul Chatterjee, has continued te 

atisfaction in the performance of his dutics. 
21. Lhe District Engincer, Babu Jogendro Noth Ghose, has obtained a change 
of appointment with the Distriet Eugineer of Backergung. ‘The latter joined his post on 
the 0th November 1*86, aud 1 have not yet sven any of his work. I was dissatisfied 
with the manner in which the late District Engineer cxcecded the budget allotments, and 
thus threw the accounts into eoufusion. 

23. The District Engineer reports that out of the establishment employed under 
Lim only one Suboverseer and the elerk unde; Lim have worked well.

increase in tue demand of ceases on lands and on mines, jungles, &e., is owing mainly to the 
increased valuation under revision of the last revalution 3 alsn partly to the new separate 
araewments on account of jungle under Chapter V of the Act. ‘The percentage of collec- 
tions to demand of cesses on lxud is the same aw in the previvus year, viz, 99 per cent. The 
decrease in the perecntags of collections of cesses on mines and jungles ie due to the fact 
that the people who have for the first time been assessed on account of their junglee were 
irregular in their payments, and nearly in every case certificate procedure had to be adopted 
for realization of ducx; however, this decrease is overbalanced by the increase in the demand 
during the year under report. The remissions of Ra, 89 on account of ceases on land, and 
Ka. 166 on mines, &c., were sanctioned by the Board of Revenue in their letters Nos. 224 
and 260A, dated 2ith January and 30ch August 18%6, respectively. The total collection 
wade previourly in advance was Rs. 836 against Ks. 187 during the previous year. Tbe 
difference may be explained by the fact that the collections which were made according tv 
the eohanord demand under the re-valuation in 1882-83 had to be adjusted subsequently with 
reference to the demand under the old valuation, the surplus being carried over to the credit 


of the succeeding years, in consequence of the re-valuation being qua-hed by tho Board of 
Revenue:

(a) Sudder Subdivision —'The provision under head © Original Works’ consisted of, 
(1) waking a new approach to the Subsrnorckha river, (2) gravelling a por. 
tion of tie Koghoonathpur and Bancoora road, and (3) construction of two 
pucea wells, one in the compound of the cart serai at Doobra, the other in 
the bungalow compound at Chaudil. Of uhese the approach to the Suber 
porckha was the most important, ‘The total estimated cost is Rs. 2,067-4-8, 
but only Rs. 1,200 could be provided for expenditare during the year. With 
tuig amount the earthwork in the approach has been completed and a good 
quantity of materials for other works has been collected. ‘The approach 
should be open for traific by the middle of April next. 

















‘The gravelling of a portion of the Roghoonathpur and Bancoora road bas been completed, 
the last six miles (from Gonrandi to the border of the district) which were enti 
have been greatly improv: Of the wells, the one at Doobra bas been made, bit that at 
Chandil ie atill under constraction, The work bad to be stopped during the rains, as the sides 
slipped very much. ‘I'he toval estimated cost fur original works amounted to Rs. 3.798-1-1. 

Repair works in the Sudder sub-division were chiefly restricted to the maiitenance of 
the different roads and partial improvements of the same. The rvad from Danidah to Burra- 
besar and Burrabazar to Koilapal, were greatly improved by gravelling muddy places, and 
by constructing some cheap stcne culverts, ‘Tue Roghoonathpur and Hu: gh road was 
alao improved in a similar way, and by making two rough causeways in uwo unbridged gaps, 
the approaches to these were also decently sloped down. ‘The approaches tu ali aubridged 
sullahe and rivers on all the roads, especially those to the Kowari river on the Parulia and 
Chyebassa roed, and Damdub aud Burrabazar road, and to the Qussye on the Manbazar aud 
Banooora road, were very much improved with respect to gradient. Tne road from Purulia 
to, Mianvagzar was alao improved by graveliing, aud a steep ghit on the 27th mile was to some 
extant essed down by rock cutting. The road from Hura to Munbazar (au old famine road 
‘taken up for reprirs last year) was alan greatly improved by earthwork and construction 
of heap stone culverte making it fit for cart traffic all the way trom Hura to Munbazar. 
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(0) ‘The several existing village roads wore kept in a decent eondition, and the most 
important one (from Jhaldah to ‘Torang) was improved in places. A new 
village road was started from Burrabazar, which will lead to Manbazar. 
Owing to difficulties in obtaining the land through which the line ia to pass 
and from want of funds, not much Progen was made during the year under 
report; but two of the most ditficalt river crossings huve been improved. It 
is hoped that in a short time the portion between Burrabazr and Siudree will 
he thoroughly fic fer traffic, 

(c) Cart Serais were all maintaincd in decent condition, and one (the Bortoria Serai, 
was greatly improved by metalling the compound. On the abolition of the 
unions at Jhadah and Roghoonathpur, the cart serais in these two places 
were transferred to the Road Cess Committee—these were also properly 
maintained, 

(d) The big Bandhs at Bangoordah (the embankment of which forma part_of the 
Burrabazar and Koilapal Road) and Purnassani were also repaired ané main- 
tained property. In hoth these the principal outlet draiva were grently 
scoured during’ previous year’s heavy rains, the damage done was ullicieutly 
repaired by stone pitching and pucca rubble masonry floors, 








The Bujra Bandh was in good condition, and required nothing done to it. 


(e) The Nursery of young trees in Purulia was abolished during the year as it wns 
found expensive to maintain, and disadvantageons for transplantation. The 
maintenance of existing trees, and plantation of others on roads requiring 
them was carried out chiefly by the agency of contractors. 

6. Gorindyur Sub-division,—Nothing by way of “ Original Works” done in this sub- 
sion, only repairs to. existing roads, &e, Of these, the most important is the read from 
wcpur to Teoudi, which was improved by laying down quantities of earthwork, and conse 
truction of chewp stone culverts; as far as funds permitted the approaches to unbriaged 
nullaha were also improved, and the road is now fit for cart traffic all th: way from Goviud- 
pur to Toondi, ‘The Govindpur atation roads were maintained m fair order. 

The village rovd {rom Goyindpore to Sherrya was thoroughly overhauled, and the raad 
fro Rajgunge to Nowagar via Khatras also 2d. 

The cart serois in the sub-division were maintained in fair order. 

Turing the sear under report, the staging hungalow at Nirsha was made over to the 
Police Devartment, and three cheap staring houses built, oue at Madh sovur on the Burra- 
haaar Koilaval road, one at Paroi on the Hura-Manbazar road, aud the third at Rajgunge, 
Phew three houses were urgeutly wanted for the convenience of the road inspecting 
officers, & -.

SINGBHOOM DISTRICT. 
Annual report of road operation during the cess year 1835-86 ending 30th S-ptember 1836. 


1. Midnapur road.—The whole length of the road was kept in thorough repairs, the 
muddy portions of the first five miles, the loth, 1)th, 12th, and 15un miles, making up a 
total length of 13,239 feet, or two miles and-a-half nearly, were gravelled. All the repairs to 
bridges and culverts pointed ont by tue Superintending Engineer in his report of May 1885 
have heen particularly attended to, aud nearly two-thirds of the work were completed during 
the cess year under report. : 

2. Narsinggur-Raharagora road.—The road was properly maintained, and four tsm- 
porary bridge: were thoroughly repaired. 

3. Barakur read —Vhe whole road was properly looked after, and earthwork in the 
approaches of two bridges were completed, The heavy portions of the 4th, 5th, 6th, kth, 
and 9th miles, making up atotal length of four miles nearly, were improved by gravelling. 
All the repairs to the bridges and culverts pointed out by the Suporintending Engineer in 
his repoit of May 1885, were executed, 

4. Bandguon road.—The whole length of this road was kept in thorongh good repair. The 
bridges and culverts were repaired as far ax funds permitted. One timber platform bridge 
in the 17th and another in the 20th mile were entirely rebuilt. The muddy portions of the 
2nd, 3rd, Sth, Gth, 7th, and Sth miles, making up a total length of 2 miles and three quarters 
nearly, were gravelled ; : 

6. Jyntgarh vaod.—This road had some parts of it very badly washed away by the 
rains. During the year under report these were repaired, and five’ masony bridges were 
substantially repaired. The whole road was repaired according to requirements, 

6. Kamonhati road.—Petty repairs were executed wherever necessary, A culvert of 
two four-foot spans was throughly rebuilt. 

7. Khursawan roa’.—The earthwork in the approaches of two masonry culverts in the 
first five miles were repaired. One new slabstone culvert was constructed in the 2nd mile. 

8, Villaye roady —'Tho village road leading to Jamda was superficially repaired. Nearly 
nine miles of fuir-weather roads were opened out from Bandgaon to Tadanghathee. 

9. Arboriculture.—Ail existing plauts in the Bandgavn road and some on the Barakar. 
yoad were properly fenced in with bamboo enclosures, 
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10. Hatablishment.—The establishment consists of one stb-overseer, two road sirkars 
and an accountant ; of these the sub-overseer and the accountant deserve special notice.
